formation,  we  had,  in  this  p.itt  of  the 
united  kingdom,  the  mofl  violent  ft  rug- 
glcs  to  maintain  againfl  the  civil  powers, 
for  neither  the  virtues  nor  vices  of.oni* 
princes  were  intcrefted  in  our  behalf. 
And  even  after  our  fovereigns  were  of  the 
reformed  church, they  had  Inch  .\n  ave rfion 
to  our  particular  mode  of  worlhip  and  por 
verhment,  that  we  had  to  endure  the  fire 
of  perfccution  through  the  greater  part  of 
laft  century :  And  yet  we  were  not  con^ 
fumed.  When  it  plcafcd  Godin  his  mer¬ 
cy  and  wifdom  to  fend  us  a  great  deli¬ 
verer  at  the  revolution,  to  free  ns  from 
flavery,  arbitrary  power,  and  the  fears  of 
Popery,  he,  at  the  fame  lime,  did  not 
forget  his  fuftering  church,  but  diredted 
that  wife  prince  to  yield  to  the  wiihes  of 
a  zealous  and  faithful  people,  and  to  efta- 
blilh  Prcibyterian  government  and  wor- 
(lup  in  this  part  of  the  kingdom.  From* 
that  happy  period  w’C  date  our  religious, 
as  well  as  our  civil  freedom  i  for  then 
toleration  firft  introduced  true  rcligiout 
liberty.  The  animofity  of  different  fedta 
againft  each  other  gradually  abated,  and 
every  man  had  leave  to  worlhip  God  after 
the  didlatcs  of  his  own  confciince.  The 
cftablilhcd  churches,  indeed,  in  the  two 
diffcfciii  p..rts*uf  the  iflanJ,  were  mora

reHored  to  its  primitive  fpirit  by  the  in¬ 
fluence  of  an  unlimited  toleration,  the 
Church  of  Scotland  had  fhewn,  that  in  li¬ 
bera]  and  generous  fentiments  to  thole 
who  iliflfer  f.om  her,  and  in  mild  conduct 
to  feifraries  of  every  denomination,  (lie 
liad  been  outdone  by  no  church  in  the 
world.  This  I  could  have  faid  with  all 
thetriiimoh  of  truth  not  many  days  ago. 
But,  alas!  my  brethren,  when  we  look 
back  to  the  tranfaiftions  of  lall  week  in 
our  capita!  city,  we  muft  bliifh  and  be 
afliamed,  and  lament  thofc  atrocious 
deeds  that  will  difgrace  the  Prefbyterian 
name  for  many  years  to  come.  Why  did 
our  forefathers  feparate  from  the  church 
of  Kome  ?  line  great  reafon  was,  becaufc 
file  propagated  her  faith  by  fire  and  fword, 
and  treated  all  wlio  ditfered  from  her 
with  unrelenting  cruelty.  Have  we  im- 
bihrt!  t!ie  fpirit  of  Popery-  while  we  pfo- 
fefi»  to  abhor  its  tenets  ?

It  is  rot 
the  name  of  Vc^ery  we  ablior,  nor  thofe 
c.iJlvd  VtihiCi.  They  are  men  like  onr- 
fe’vjf,  aii.l  as  fuch  .ate  entitled  to  a  por¬ 
tion  (»t  our  love  ;  they  profefs  to  believe 
in  Chrid,  and  thereby  luive  a  title  to  more. 
It  i.s  tlieir  principles,  it  is  their  bloody 
j'raibces  that  we  detefl ;  it  i^  their  depar- 
luic  from  Chrittian  rules;  it  is  their 
breach  of  Chrifii.iu  charity.

General  Burgoyne  continued  for  fome 
days  W’ith  the  army  partly  at  Skenelbn- 
l  ough,  and  parlly  fpread  in  the  adjoining 
country.  They  were  under  the  rcceffity 
of  waiting  for  the  arrival  of  tent?,  bag¬ 
gage,  and  previfions.  In  the  mean  linue 
no  labour  was  fpared.  in  opening  roads 
by  the  way  of  Fort  Anre,  for  advancinsr 
againll  the  enemy,  Fqual  indiillry  was 
ufed  in  clearing  the  Wood  Creek  fiom  the 
ol)ftaclcs  of  fallen  trees,  fiinken  ftones,’ 
and  other  impediments,  which  had  been 
laid  in  the  way  by  the  enemy,  in  order  to 
open  a  paflTage  for  battcaux,  for  the  ctui- 
vcyance  of  artillery,  P(»rr8,  provifions, 
and  camp  equipage.  Nor  was  lefs  dili¬ 
gence  ufed  at  Ticonderoyp,  in  the  ca’'ry- 
ing  of  gun-boats,  provifirju-veflel^,  and 
liatteaux,  over  land  to  I.ake  George. 
Thefc  were  all  laborious  woiks,  but  the 
fpirit  of  the  army  was  at  that  time  fupe- 
rior  to  toil  or  danger. 

General  Schuyler  was  at  Fort  Edward 
upon  the  Iludfon’s  River,  where  he  was 
endeavouring  to  collect  the  militia,  and 
had  been  joined  by  General  St  Clair,' 
with  the  wretched  remains  of  his  army, 
who  had  taken  a  round-about  march  of 
feven  days  through  the  woods,  iu  which, 
from  the  exceeding  badnefs  of  the  wea-‘ 
ther,  with  the  want  of  covering,  provi- 
fions,  and  all  manner  of  receflarics,  they 
had  fuffered  the  molt  extreme  luifery. 
Many  othc*s  of  the  fugitives  had  a!fo  ar¬ 
rived  ;  l>ut  fo  totally  broken  down,  that 
they  were  nearly  ;m  ileftitute  of  arms, 
ammunition,  and  all  the  maicrifals  of  war, 
as  they  were  nf  vigour,  hope,  and  fpirit, 
to  life  them  w'ith  effe^. 

Although  the  dired  diftanre  from  Fort 
Anne,  wlierc  the  batteaux  navigation  on 
Wood  Creek  determined,  or  even  from 
Skenefborough  to  Fort  Edward,  was  no 
greater  than  wliat  would  be  confidered 
in  Engl.md  as  *  moderate  ride  of  cxcr- 
cife,  yer  fuch  is  tlic  favage  free  and  lin- 
praiRiv'able  nature  of  the  country,  and 
I'uch  were'the  arrificial  difficulties  which 
the  induftryo^f  the  enemy  had  throwm  in* 
the  way,  that  tl;c  pro^refs  of  the  army 
thither  was  a  werk  of  much  preparation, 
time,  and  labour.  It  will  fcarcely  Ik?  be¬ 
lieved  in  after  time*,  and  may  now  be* 
received  w'ith  difficulty  in  any  other  part 
of  the  w'orld,  that  it  coft  an  ailive  and' 
fpirited  army,  without  an  enemy  in  force 
to  impede  its  prdgrcfs,  not  many  fewer

It  appears,  iiotwithftanding  the  iuliuu- 
ations  of  the  Abbe  Mdlot,  that  the  Ke- 
gem  bad  a  very  high  efteem  for  the  Duke 
of  Berwick.  It  is  true,  the  gravity  of  thia 
nobleman,  which  bordered  iip»*M  aufte- 
rity,  and  lliid  regularity  v(  his  morals, 
were  not  in  unifon  witli  the  pioprufitiea 
and  amufementsof  the  Duke  of  Orleans  ;

The  anonymous  Editor  of  thi-*  woik 
has  carried  on  the  memoirs  to  the  death 
of  the  Duke  of  Berwick.  Hitherto  the 
Duke  was  no  farther  advanced  in  ape 
than  his  44th  year,  and  had  nevcrihcdefa 
mide  twenty-fix  campaigns.  .  After  this 
he  dilplaycd  his  capacity,  for  feme  time, 
in  a  different  line  of  condut^f,  when  the 
romantic  ambition  <ft  Card’ual  Albcioni 
tbreatened  new  commotions  in  E jrooe. 
T  he  plans  of  this  hot-headed  piiefl  were 
difconcerted  on?  after  anotlur;  and 
Philip  V,  perceiving  the  precipice,  to  the 
brink  of  which  his  minilter  had  brought 
him,  difmilfcd  him  from  his  councils, 
and  peace  was  ullored  ;  to  which  the 
Duke  of  Berwick,  no  doobt,  contributed 
a  good  deal.  He  wa&  atterward-  admitted 
to  the  council  of  regency,  which  place 
he  held  jointly  with  the  admiuifiraiioii  of 
the  goveriuneiit  of  Guienne,  vl.ere  he 
was,  fer  a  fccond  lime,  engaged  in  par¬

Limfelf  did  not  jullifr,  he  was 


brought  juft! y  to  a  Court-martial  for  it. 

The  court  reprimanded  him  for  his  of¬ 
fence,  blit  did  not  oblige  him  to  make 
the  apohigy  ufu.il  on  luch  oocaliona  to 
Lord  Cavan  ;  a  fentence  which,  while  it 
Ihewed  the  regard  of  the  otficeis  who 
pronounced  it  to  the  laws  of  war  and 
luhovtlination,  fhewed  what  they  thought 
of  your  client's  behaviour. 

“  la  this  diUrcis,  you  took  every  ad¬ 
vantage  of  the  man  whom  all  others  pi- 
tieil.

The  indiil* 
gctice  of  the  little  fpleen  of  a  very  little 
man,  might  have  thrown  all  Ireland  into 
a  llame.

The  author  had 
fhnwn  it  to  his  friend  Mr  G  irrick;  and 
cnr»rt.uning  a  high  efteem  for  the  tallc 
aUii  critical  difrermnent  of  Sir  Charles 
Willia  ns,  he  afier wards  delivered  IIjC 
mamifcript  to  Sir  Charles  forliis  opinion. 
At  that  time  appointed  Fnvoy  Fxtraor- 
tiinary  to  ti»e  Court  of  Riiffia,  Sir  Charles 
had  not  ledhrc  to  examine  the  play  be¬ 
fore  he  left  Fngiind.  Wiicflier  it  his 
had  the  honour  to  travel  willi  the  Fnvoy 
into  Kulfii,  or  was  l<'rt  l.ehind,  that  it 
might  iK»t  inictfere  with  the  intrigues  of 
the  eirdnilfy,  we  cannot  determine.  Sir 
Charles  died  in  Rnlha,  and  the  manu- 
feript  w’as  lolt.
